SOMETHING ABOUT 


OLINGHOUSE CANYON 


t" • 


ihe Camp Rapidly Coming to the 


Front as a Producer of the 


Precious Metal. 


One of the most astonishing mining 


districts of the State which has re- I 
reived little or no assistance from cap- 
ital In its entire history Is Oling- 
house Canyon. And yet it can be said 
that no outside capital and scarcely 
nny capital at all has been Invested 
in the mines of this district. Many 
experts have In the past years been 
afraid to interest capital which they 
have represented, until recently, but 
the developments of the miners and a 
production of the mines are as as- 
tonishing as that of the history of 
Cripple Creek. But this is the past 
history of the Olinghouse district. 


She is a steady producer and the 


many developments have made a num- 
ber of mines. 


The Slip mine is extracting ore from 


a. vein from two to thirteen feet 
In 


width, which runs from $6 to $SOO per 
ton. 
The tunnel is 600 feet into the 


hill with cars dumping the ore direct- 
ly Into the mill. 


They are extending the* tunnel and 


sloping. 
The camp rightly gives E. 


Olinghouse credit of being one of the 
most enterprising men of the district. 
He is working from ten to fifteen men 
steadily on the claims bonded on the 
"Green Hills" of the late Brooka Mc- 
Clane. 
It 
is estimated 
that 
the 


claims will pay for themselves by the 
time the bond expires. 


Mr. Olinghouse is a man who knows 


how to make 
a mining proposition 


materialize. 
The Hutchlnson mine, 


with \V. T. Golden as Superintendent, 
has been producing $50 ore for the 
past three months with .1 small force 
employed. 


The number 2 had made several 


millings of $20 and $30 ore, paying 
dividends to the owners with J. D. 
Pole us Superintendent. 


W. C. Williams, the father of the 


mining discoveries of this camp, Is 
preparing for another of his famous 
runs at the third mill of the canyon. 
He is u lucky miner and always makes 
a strike. 


The Short Brothers have been keep- 


ing the lower mill running day and 
night the past two weeks and a good 
clean up Is anticipated. 


Dr. Jackman has a One lead on the 


Badger which carries well. 


Sisson and Bridges have a ten-inch 


vein on the Morning Star of quartz 
porphyry which justifies development. 
The Belcher is one of the promising 
claims of the camp. 
Rich ore has 


been extracted from a two-foot lead 
and a cross cut at a depth of fifty feet 
Is being made in order to give Its 
owners a chance to slope for that 
depth. 


Several very promising claims In 


the central part of the mineral belt 
have been leased by Mr. Mahoney.who 
proposes to do development work. He 
has secured some choice property and 
proposes to sink a shaft five hundred 
feet and crosscut. 


Bob Sommers Is taking out some 


specimen ore on the Forlorn Hope. 


Jack Sheehan expects to begin op- 


eration on the Crown Point in the near 
future. 


Jackson & Lively have a good vein 


of ore at a depth of one hundred and 
fifty feet on the Jumper mine that 
goes $40 per ton.

Briefly stated, the Calvo doctrine la, that no na- 
tion having a claim against another can collect the claim 
until it has been paged upon nd approved by the courts of 
the country aggainst which the claim la made. 
The 


claim is considered impossible of adoption in relation to 
South American countries because the history of those 
somewhat unstable governments, and the alleged dislike 
of those people for the people of cthr races, ariaea a pre- 
sumption that the courts would not approve any claim 
if they could poslby avoid it. Yet the Calvo doctrine can- 
not be dismissed with a sneer. Carlos Calvo, although 
Latin-American the kind of men that Yankees, Britons 
and many others are prone to look down upon, was one of 
the great authorities on international law. His doctrine 
on other matters Is of so much weight that what he holds 
in regard to matters directly affecting the country in which 
he lives must be given a respectful consideration.
